GOLD ORDERS TO-DAY. 

New Yorx, April 2#4.—Conrad N. Jordan, 
the new Assistant Treasurer of the United 
States, took full chargeofthe Subtreasury 
this morning. He was formally sworn in 
late Saturday afternoon, but did not take 
control until this morning. [He arrived about 
10 o’clock and went straight to his office,say- 


ing he could make no statement at present. 
Mr. Jordan was visited by Ellis H. berts, 
and shortly after s by Brayton Ives 

President of the Western Exchange National 
Bank. It is thought that later in the day the 
Assistant Treasurer will meet other bankers 
in = informal gathering to talk over the sit- 
uation. 

President Clevelanda’s statement was satis- 
factory enough to create a better feeling. At 
the opening of the Exchange things looked 
better, but the gold exports for to-morrow 
bid fair to beat the record. Up to 11:18 a. m. 
$850,000 gold had been withdrawn from the 
Subtreasury. Half of it was paid for in 
Treasury notes and the rest in greenbacks. 
The total * to-morrow will proba- 
bly reach $3,200,000. This, of course, includes 
a port of the gold ordered on Saturday.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 24.—President 
Cleveland said last night: ‘‘The inelination 
ofthe public to accept reports concerning 
the intention of those charged with the man- 
agement of our national finances seems to 
justify my emphatic contradiction of the 
Statement that the redemption of any kind of 
Treasury notes except in gold has at any time 
been determined upon or contemplated by 
the Secretary of the ‘Treasury or any other 


member of the present Administration. The 
Presidentand his Cabinet are entirely har- 
monious in the determination to exercise 
wer conferred upon them to main- 

s public credit, keep the public 

faith, and to preserve the parity be- 
tween gold and silver and between all 
financial obligations of the Government. 
While the law of 1890, forcing the purchase of 
a fixed amount ofsilver every month, pro- 
vides that the Secretary of the Treasury, in 
his discretion, may redeem in either gold or 
silver the Treasury notes given in payment of 
silver purchases, yetthe declaration of the 
policy ofthe Government to maintain the 
parity between the two metals seems so 
clearly to regulate this discretion as to dictate 
their redemption in gold. Of course perplex- 
ities and difficulties have wn out of an un- 
fortunate financial policy which we found in 
vogue, and enbarrassments have arisén from 
ill-advised financial legis'ation confronting 
us at every turn, but with every cheerful ev!i- 
dence among the people anda trintic dis- 
position to co-operate, threatened danger 
will be averted pending a legislative return 
to a better and sounder financial plan. ‘Ihe 
strong credit of the country still unimpaired 
and the good sense of our people, which has 
never fatied in time of need, areat hand to 
save us from disaster. 


WANTS TO TALK TO THE DELEGATES. 
WasuHINGTON, D. C., April 24.—It is under- 
stood that President Cleveland has requested 


the American delegates to the International 
Monetary Conference to visit him in Wasu- 
ngton before they return to Brussels to be 

resent at the next session of the delegates.

and E. Brown Andrews. ‘ 

It is believed that the purpose of the call of 
the delegates to Washington is to discuss 
with them the present financial situasion in 
its relation to the silver coinage question and 
the r of some definite proposition 
on the coinage of silver which the American 
delegation can submit to the conference. 

It was indicated in a recent — 2 
from Minister Terreli the United States Min- 
ister at Brussels that unless the American 
delegates on the reassembling of the con- 
ference had some definite proposal to submit 
for discussion and action it was more than 
probable that the entire business of the 
coming session would be limited toa formal 
opening of the conference and then its 
formal adjournment sine die. This has been 
practically the history of the two preceding 
conferences. Mr. Cleveland willalso, it is 
said, ask the advice ofthe delegates in the 
matter of the selection of the successors to 
Messrs. McCreary and Allison. 


THE CHANCE FOR SHARPERS. 
TorRoNTO, Ont., April 24.—The financial sit- 
uation in the United States is being actively 
canvassed by Canadian bankers, and its 
effect on Canada and trade with the States is 


the subject of general comment. Except in 
the Northwest and the border towns of 
Canada the banks get very little American 
silver, but it is feared.that the losses, if any 
are incurred, will in notes and bank 
checks and per between the two countries. 
A at de of loss, the bankers point out, 
might be incurred by business men in 
Canada. If gold in the States went up to a 
premium it would affect Canada’s trade by 
increasing the priceof goodsthe Dominion 
has to sell; but the question is, will the 
be so much larger asto make up the 
iscount on American money?

THE OLD LAUNDRIES WILL CLOSE DOWN 
WHEN IT IS FINISHED. 


Work on the New Laundry Already Begun 
—How the Trust Was Organized—Ob- 
jects of the Consolidation—A Large 
Number of Hands to Be Thrown Out of 


Employment, 


Several months ago quite a number of 
laundry proprietors of St. Louis held a meet - 
ing for the purpose of forming a laundry 


trust. 
The Post-DIsPATCH published an exclusive 


re port ofthe meeting at the time. The ob- 
ject of the consolidation was to reduce ex- 
penses by shutting down a numberof the 
branch offices and taking about fifty wagons 
and drivers off the expense list. 
The laundry men at the time 
firmly denied that any such negotiations 
were contemplated, but it was known that 
the only hitch in the consolidation was that 
Munger refused to enter the trust or go into 
the combination. After some days had been 
spent in endeavoring to bring about the 
consolidation, it was abandoned for 
the time being. About two months 
ago another attempt was made with more 
favorable result. The trust has been formed

THE BACXWARD SPRING. 


Farmers Have Been Unable to 
P'ant—-Whiat Delay Means. 


Jaursrowx. N. D., April 24.—Spring opens 
in North Dakota the most unfavorable for 


a decade. 

The unprecedented fall of snow during the 
past winter, together with the spring rains, 
have caused the streams to overflow the low 
lands. The Red River dividing North Da- 
kota from Minnesotais out of its banks and 
thousands of farms ars covered with water. 
Seeding will be very late on such farms, if, 
inded, it can be done at all this year. 

The weather is cold aun the spring is very 
backward and portends late seeding all over 
the Stateand a correspondingly late harvest. 

Of the land to be seeded 50 per cent of the 
work should have been done by this time, 
while the fact is no plowingor seeding worth 
speaking of has been done. 

Rain storms and snow storms have suc- 
ceeded each other so quickly during the past 
month that there has n ho chance for the 
land todry off, except on very undulating 
land or on hill sides. 

Those who are farming on flat prairie lands 
have reason to be anxious about their crops. 
In central North Dakota, where the lands 
are generally undulating, with the most 
favorable weather, seedling generally cannot 
commence until about the lst of May and will 
continue well into June. 

The excess of water throughout the State 
this spring will very materiaily decrease the 
totalcrop acreage. 

Late seeding in North Dakota is no longer a 
success. The warm — weather, together 
with the frosts that too frequently occur late 
in August, make late seeding unpopular and 
unprofitable. The successful Dakota farmer 
sows his seed, harvests his crop and turns it 
into money as soon as poss idle.

APPROVED BY DISAPPROVAL. 

In an interview in yesterday’s SUNDAY 
PosT-DISPATCH Boss Filley declares that 
he does not like the corrupt practices act 
passed by the last State Legislature. He 
does not think the law enforceable. Al- 
though the penalties include ousting from 
office, fine, imprisonment in penitentiary 
and jail, he wants some other penalty, 
such as disfranchisement. He would like 
to see some election rascals sent to the 
penitentiary, but not in the way this law 
prescribes. In short, while the Republi- 
can boss says that he is in favor of a law 
of this kind, he wants a law totally differ- 
ent from the one on the statute books. 

Boss Filley does not make clear his ob- 
jections to the law. He does not indicate 
how punishment by disfranchisement may 
be enforced any more effectually than pun- 
ishment by ouster from office or by fine 
and imprisonment. He leaves one to im- 
agine that the only way of sending some 
political rascals to the penitentiary satis- 
factory to him would be that which would 
limit the rascals sent to the other party. 
He does, however, show his ignorance of 
corrupt practices legislation by citing the 
operation of the New York law as proof 
that the Missouri law is worthless. The 
New York law is not to be compared with 
the law of this State in comprehensiveness 
and efficiency. It gives free scope to the 
political committees to spend money, and 
is full of loopholes for the corrupt use of 
money in elections, all of which are care- 
fully guarded in the Missouri law. 

It is not surprising that the bosses dis- 
like the corrupt practices act. It would 
be surprising if they did like it. It would 
be equivalent to a conviction of the law’s 
worthlessness. The fact that the law is 
thoroughly bad from their standpoint is 
the best proof of its excellence. Their 
wishes were not consulted in its framing 
and their interests will be crushed by ite 
enforcement. It was designed to shut out 
political assessments and expenditures for 
corrupt work and all the frauds and abuses 
springing out of political bossism upon 
which the bosses and their rascally hench- 
men have thriven in the past. 

We are inclined to believe that the more 
the professional politicians and fine work- 
ers study this law the intenser will be 
their dislike foritand the intenser their 
dislike the better the law is for the plain, 
honest people of the State. 


THE RUSSIAN TREATY AGAIN. 

Mr. George Kennan’s argument against 
the Russian treaty, published in the Sun- 
DAY Post-DISPATcH, sets forth in temper- 
ate language the reasons why we should 
not enter into any such agreement with 
the Czar. 

As Mr. Kennan well expresses it ‘‘the 
pending extradition treaty with Russia is 
a dangerous experiment, as wellas a hu- 
miliating surrender not only of American, 
but of Anglo-Saxon principles.’’ The ob- 
jection to any treaty of the kind is formu- 
lated by Bluntschli in his work on inter- 
national law quoted by Mr. Kennan. 

The more closely States are connected in 
their legal institutions and their fundamen- 
tal conceptions of criminal law the less dan- 
gerous is it that they should mutually recog- 
nize the duty of surrendering criminals, and 
the more widely will the practice of doing so 
extend. On the other hand the more divergent 
their legal conceptions and institutions are 
from each other the more difficult it is to 
satisfy the necessary conditions for extradi- 
tion, so that at the last it disappears. 

Now no one will contend that the fund- 


amental conceptions of criminal law pre- 
vailing in Russia bear any resemblance to 
those which obtain in this country. In 
Russia mercy ie unknown. In America 
mercy tempers justice, and often the law 
is suspended when it is seen that its too 
rigorous application might work wrong to 
an individual. But in Russia there is no 
law save the will of the Emperor, which is 
often diseased by dread and resentment. 
He is not able to look rationally upon the 
agitation of the Liberals. He is utterly 
incapable of sharing the ideas on criminal 
law which we entertain. His code, so far 
as it is a code, is a barbarous, savage and 
despotic one. The two countries occupy 
different planes of thought on the 
subject of crime and punishment, and 
therefore according to the principles cited 
by Mr. Kennan there should be no extradi- 
tion treaty at all. 

There has been no authoritative publi- 
cation of the treaty and hence much unc 
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is as bad as the liveliest fancy 
„unn

SPOILS AND PUBLIC SAFETY. 


The ruinous nature of the spoils system 
was never before more apparent than it is 
in this first year of the Cleveland Admin- 
istration. In quiet times, when no great

issue clamors for settlement, or when no 


emergency threatens and calls for the 


clearest thought, the Presidency is, as Mr. 
Cleveland once said, a purely executive 
office and the duties may be largely me- 
chanical. But just now conditions are 
very different. The greatest wisdom is 
needed in the executive offices and the 
whole time of the President and his Cabi- 
inet advisers should be devoted to meeting 
the grave questions which have arisen. 

Instead of this they are wearied by the 
importunity of a lot of office-seekers, by 
men whose only purpose is a selfish one 
and whose demands are not even remotely 
suggested by considerations of the public 
good, Custom compels the President to 
give most of his time to these bores. A 
little clipping from a Washington dis- 
patch puts the matter with unconscious 
humor: 


Hig time is so much occupied by the smaller 
matters of patronage that he has very little 
left in which to thoroughly consider so im- 
portant a question as that presented by the 
monetary position of the coustry. 

If President Cleveland should take the 


bull by the horns,if he would refer the dis- 
position of all but the very highest offices 
to the assistant secretaries and devote him- 
selfand the brains of his Cabinet exclu- 
sively to the consideration of questions of 
policy, he would receive the approval of 
every rational man in the country. But 
the spoils system has so thoroughly cor- 
rupted political thought and distorted 
ideason political affairs, that to act ra- 
tionally in this respect would be denounced 
as madness. It will require the successive 
efforts of several presidents to destroy the 
absurd and vicious thing. 
—— — — — 

THE record of the work of reform done 
by Judge Edmunds in the Criminal Court, 
which appeared in yesterday’s SUNDAY 
Post-DIsPATCH, calls for the highest com- 
mendation.

The Vagrancy Law. 
From the Mexico Intelligencer. 

We reproduce elsewhere from the Posrt- 
DISPATCH an interview with Mr. Fred W. 
Lehman on the vagrancy law of Missouri and 
the Audrain cases in particular. 

Evidently Mr. Lehman has been badly 
**confidenced’’ by somebody. He clearly 
has been led to believe that public sentiment 
in this community has been aroused to fever 
heat by the enforcement of the law; that the 
hiring, or sale,as he persists in terming it, 
of the vagrant was conducted by the officers 
man unchristian, if not uncivilized man- 
ner, and that the purpose of the law Is to en- 
slave negroes. 

We can assure Mr. Lehman that he Is 
happily in errorin each of these particulars: 

First. The law was enacted and re-enacted 
when there was no such thing as a negro va- 
grant. The few free negroes inthis State 
were universally industrious and thrifty. 
The slaves, of course, were never affected by 
the law. 

Second. More trifilng white men than ne- 
groes have been hired under the law in Au- 
drain. 

The white mao recently prosecuted under 
the law was acquitted on evidence that would 
promptly have acquitted either of the ne- 
groes. 

The sentiment of this county is overwhelm- 
ingly infavor of the enforcement of the law 
without regard to race or color. 

Mr. Lehman persists in calling the hiring 
of these vagrants a sale.“ A negro was 
sold in Lafayette County,“ he says, and 
„Joe Thompson, a negro, was sold at Mexi- 
co. The law noh bers says that the vagrant 
shall be sold but that Ne shall be ‘‘hired’’ for 
the term specified, and that the amount paid 
for his labor shall go first to pay the costs 
and the balance, ifany, to his family or 
himself. If this is selling a man then every 
man who is sent to jail or to the penitentiary 
and required to work is sold. 

Mr. Lehman has been misled as to the facts 
and he evidently misconstrues the purpose 
of the law. 


Newspaper Circulation in New York. 
From the New York WORLD. 

Both Houses of the Legislature have passed 
the WORLD bill, introduced by Mr. Martin, 
making it a misdemeanor willfully to mis- 
represent the circulation of a newspaper for 
the purpose of obtaining patronage. 

The Governor should sign it promptly. It 
is an honest measure for accomplishing an 
honest purpose. Its whole effect will be to 
serve justice and prevent imposition. It 
commends itself to the reason of all who 
have no interest in making false representa- 
tions. It will protect the public interest, and 
especially the interests of all persons who 
use newspapers as an agency for promoting 
their business. 

The Governor will surely complete the work 
of making it a law. Good morals will thereby 
be promoted.

every day, If you don’tlike so and so you 
can get out. This is no exaggeration, and 
sounds as though the giris in factories were 
not in big demand.

MILITIA CALLED OUT. 


North Carolina’s Army to Be Used in 
Ejecting James City Squatters. 

WILMINGTON, N. O., April 24.—Orders were 
récelved by telegraph last night, by Capt. 
John L. Daniel, Wilmington Light Infantry, 
belonging tothe Second Regiment, to hold 
his company in readiness to move to James 
City ata moment’s notice, Sixty men, fully 
armed and equipped for service, are now in 
line at the parade grounds, momentarily ex- 
pecting orders to take a special train for 
Goldsboro, the point of rendezvous for troops 
expected to goto James City. There is con- 
siderable excitement here, which is height- 
ened by the fact that the Wilmington Light 
Infantry was not expected to be ordered 
under arms, it being supposed the First Regi- 
ment, all of which is now assembling at 
Goldsboro, woulu be sufficient force for 
James City.

KILLED A BUTCHER. 


Isaac Dixon, a Former Slave of Judge 
Clafborne, Shoots Matthew Nothaker. 


Isaac Dixon (colored) almost instantly 
killed Matthew Nothaker, a butcher, em- 
ployed at Helfl’s pork-house, last evening, at 
8:45 o’clock, in Wittler & Kralemann’s saloon, 
Qld Manchester road and Chouteau avenue. 
According to the statements of eye- witnesses, 
Dixon opened the saloon door and pointing 
his revolver at Nothaker exclaimed: ‘*You 
will be hitting me, will you?’’ He fired as he 
spoke, and the bullet striking Nothaker in 
the forehead, passed gh his brain. 
Nothaker died in fifteen minutes and the 
body was removed to the Morgue.
